1. In response to the reference, communications require- 
ments forecasted for the period FY 1982 through 1986 for the 
Office of Logistics are listed in order of priority:

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(b) FY 1983-1986 


(1) Install terninals and communication 
support services at Agency facilities around the 
world to enable Office of Logistics personnel to 
access OL computer systems resident on ODP's main 
computers in the Ruffing Computer Center, Ileadquarters 
Building. This capability is required to: 


* Permit electronic transmission of 
requisitions from the field, 


* Provide Materiel Management Systen 
services to Logistics officers stationed 
overseas. 


* Provide engineering and architectural 
support to engineers and architects around the 
world, 


(2) Provide communication services to link 
external materiel management systems with the 
central Office of Logistics Materiel Management 
System. The number of lines and amount of data to 
be transferred hatenot been determined, The service 
will be required for the second phase of the 
Materiel Management System.
